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_ The demonstration Toronto wit- 
nessed May 9 had its origins close 
to home as well as in the US. 

One Metro police official said, 
“It was the worse trouble we've 
seen in Toronto since the unem- 


ployment riots of the 1930's. “That 


cop was fright on in this case. 

The battle with Metro police 
that Saturday arose in part from 
the anger of Toronto youth and 
working people against the increas- 


ed American aggression in South- 


East Asia, and against the brutal 
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repression of anti-war protestors sy- 
mbolized by the murders at Kent 
State. 

But the surge of angry people 
was also connected to all the things 
that are making Toronto an impos- 
sible city to live in. These include 
the severe and mounting unemploy- 
ment crisis that is making economic 
survival for many people a desperate 
struggle. 

Considering the shape of the 
Canadian economy at this point in 
time and its effect on unemploy- 
ment it would seem that the angry 
reaction of Canadians has just begun 
to manifest itself. 


The unemployment rate during the 


_ great depression of the 1920's reached at 


its most severe periods a rate of up to 
20 percent of the working population. In 
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Canada right now the national unemploy- 
ment rate is running over 6 percent, and 
is rising rapidly--even without the mass of 
high school students this summer who will 
be soon looking for work. Well over 
half a million people in Canada are 


-unemployed--according to the official sta- 


tistics which do not even include the 
large numbers of people, particularly 
youth and women, who have simply given 
up looking for work. This unemployment 
rate is much more severe in particular 
cities and regions. In Quebec for example, 
unemployment as a whole is over 8 per- 
cent and in Montreal itself it is over 12 
percent. In the Maritimes unemployment 
is over 10 percent and in Newfoundland 
it is up to 18 percent. In prosperous 
Ontario, cities like Waterloo have had 
up to a quarter of the labour force laid 
off in the last few months. 


This mounting employment crisis has 
become much more severe in the last few 
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job shortage in the Canadian and Ameri- 


can economies that has existed at least 


since the end of the capitalist prosperity 
created by the second world war. Jobs 
have been created by the governments of 


Canada and the United States in the last 
two decades mainly by expansion of the 
war industries and by the Korean and 
Indo-Chinese wars--Canadian war indus- 
tries have profited quite nicely by this 
expansion and by a massive expansion of 
the education system. This last ploy post- 
pones the employment crisis by keeping 
millions of young people off the job 


` market by forcing them to spend increas- 


ingly longer portions of their life in 
school. 

The expansion of the war and edu- 
cation industries as a temporary solution- 
to the job crisis has meant that the burden 
of the problem has fallen very heavily on 
youth. Young peeple in both Canada and 
the United States simply cannot find 
employment. The unemployment rates 
for youth in Canada between 14 and 19

years of age, for instance, are nearly 15 
percent--three times more than average. 
In the United States the mass student 
and youth revolt has grown partly out of 
the real choices faced by youth--either 
the draft and the army, or oppressive and 
alienting~education systems. In Canada 
young people increasingly must choose 
between continuing in alienating school 
systems or simply being unemployed. 
“<The prospect of ‘higher education’ 
becomes not only more and more alien- 
ating to youth but also less and less 
economically possible or worthwhile. 
Summer jobs, particularly for high school 
students, are disappearing; and along with 
them go the financial possibilities of 
going to a community college or univer- 
sity (particularly for working class youth). 
Thirty-five percent of students in Toronto 
looking for work this summer will not 
find it. 
__ The process of post-secondary educa- 
tion only postpones the job crisis--it 
doesn’t solve it. Clark Kerr--famous as the 
university president who crushed the 
free-speech revolt in Berkley in 1965 
--estimates that there will be seven million 
unemployed university greaduates in the 


unemployed university graduates in the 
United States in 1975. 

In Canada too, the job market for 
community college and university gradu- 
ates is disappearing. The ‘professional’ 
sector of the job market, which employs 
such graduates, grew by about 19 percent 
between 1961 and 1969 in Canada--but 
the number of graduates to fill these jobs 
grew by over 35 percent. The job crisis 
is already severe for all arts students from 
universities or community colleges, and 
for all teachers; and it is beginning to get 
tough for engineers and even for some 
graduating doctors and lawyers! 





The employment crisis does not come 
down only on youth, however. The Can- 
adian economy is heading quickly into a 
severe recession, and the Trudeau govern- 
ment’s anti-inflation fight has so far 
meant only that inflation continues un- 
checked while unemployment for all 


working people continues to grow. Busi- | 
-= nesses are increasingly shutting down 


production not because their goods are 
not needed but because it is not sufficient- 
ly profitable to produce--just as they did 
in the thirties. | 

The rising amount of industrial lay-off 


women trying to enter the labour force 
cannot find jobs, but that increasing 
numbers of workers with ‘secure’ jobs--

Most students would consider a sum- 
mer without employment just fine, but 
they realize they have to face the harsh 
economic realities of surviving in a city 
where all prices are rocketing: food, rent, 
entertainment and their awn educational 
expenses next fall.

munity college student or graduate, the 
working mother who desperately needs a 
job so her family can make ends meet, 
. the industrial worker who has his family 


to support and is suddenly laid off with 
no explanation and no other job is sight. 
<- For these people the unemployment 
_ crisis is most severe and their anger is 
swelling. 

In our society where the people’s 
basic human needs have yet to be met, 
unemployment cannot be tolerated. Jobs 
must be provided so that people can. 
have adequate food, housing and health 
g care. We have to begin to deal with the 
i people’s needs for new kinds of culture 

and recreation. Our cities have to be 
rebuilt and replanned to make them fit 
to humans to live in. Production must 
be planned to allow the mass of working 
people adequate leisure time. 

It only took five thousand people in 
the streets on May 9 to scare the police 
and officials more than they have been 
scared for 35 years. If the unemployment 

-crisis continues in Canada the way it is 
now, they can expect a lot more people 
the streets and a lot more anger. 
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On Monday May 11, the House cı 
Commons was forced to adjourn, for the 
ae time in its 103 year history, as 30 
f 
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furious women, chained themselves to 
their seats in the visitors galleries and be- 
gan their war against the government. 
In the tradition of the suffragettes, 
the chains symbolized the enslavement of 
women, and ensured that we would not 
be removed from the galleries until we 
had time to speak. 


ed 
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The disruption of the House of Com- 
mons marked the beginning of the war 
that women from across Canada had 
threatened if the Government did not 
respond to their demands for immediate 
repeal of all abortion laws. We also de- 
manded the construction of women’s 
community controlled clinics to provide 


‘free birth control, an abortion on demand, 


and pre-natal and post-natal care. 
The Abortion Caravan, initiated by 
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Vancouver Women’s Caucus, was the first 
national action of Women’s Liberation in 
Canada. We went to Ottawa to make clear 
that the responsibility for the death, 
sterilization, mutilation and enforced mo- 
therhood of thousands of women who 
have illegal abortions rests at the feet of 
the men who make the laws of this coun- 
try. We have declared war not only 
against the federal government but against 
the medical associations, provincial legis: 
tures and hospitals. Under the presen 
laws, doctors have arbitrary power im 
deciding who gets abortions, but it is the 
‘ederal government which gave this power 
‘0 the doctors and not to women. 





The Caravan left Vancouver on April 
27, bringing a coffin symbolizing our dead 
sisters. In cities across the country, many 
women came to speak for the first time 
about their experiences and their oppres- 
sion. Women joined the Caravan and 
demonstrations were organized in many 
cities for May 9 and 10. The Front de 
Liberation des Femmes sent a telegram 


_of solidarity with their English Canadian 


sisters. They explained that they do not 
recognize the authority of the federal 
government over their country, Quebec. 
Therefore they held a demonstration in 
Montreal. 

On Saturday afternoon we marched 
from the Justice Building to Parliament 
Hill. After the rally on the steps, an open 
meeting was held inside the Parliament 
Buildings where we presented our de- 
mands. Trudeau, Turner and Munro had 
been informed eight weeks previously that 
women from across Canada wereccoming

to Ottawa to demand answers from the 
Government. Turner, who was playing 
tennis during the meetings, accused us of 
refusing to arrange a mutually convenient 
time. Later Turner told the press that he 
had met a delegation from Vancouver-- a 
blatant lie. Munro, who was attending a 
conference of the World Health Organiza- 
tion in Vienna was met by 30 Austrian 
women’s liberationists who told him he 
could not escape his responsibilities to the 
women of Canada. Trudeau was nowhere 
to be found. 

Over 400 people packed the meeting 


room. Anerv militant women spoke from 
the floor, relating the problems facing 
them due to low incomes, lack of informa- 
tion and the arrogant and self-righteous 
behaviour of doctors. Women on welfare 
told of being refused therapeutic abor- 
tions because they would not agree to 
sterilization. Only rich women are able to 
afford safe illegal abortions, or have the 
connections to obtain legal abortions. 
Grace MacInnes (MP-NDP) urged the 
audience to write their MPs and circulate 
petitions to pressure for changes in the 
law. Everyone there spontaneously de- 
nounced this approach; for those many 
women facing the frightening prospect 
of an illegal abortion cannot wait for 
signatures on petitions. 

Someone suggested that since Trudeau 
would not come to us, we should go to 
him. Four Hundred angry people took 
the streets and marched to Trudeau’s 
house. We broke through a line of police 
and sat down on the front lawn. This was 
the first time that a demonstration had 
succeeded in entering the grounds of the 
Prime Minister’s House. We placed the 
representing our dead sisters, 
Rea by despera ey omen to 
abort themselves on Trudeau’s doorstep. 

We had demanded answers from the 


Government by 3:00 pm on Monday. We 
had heard nothing. By 2:45 30 women 


had chained themselves to their seats in 
their galleries. The first- women rose to 
speak, and was dragged from the gallery, 
still demanding that women have the right 
to control their own bodies. Another wo- 
man rose and another, until from every 
gallery women were chanting “Abortion 
is our Right”. We joined our sisters de- 
monstrating outside who had held a 
memorial service for our dead sisters. 
They then removed their black mantillas 
of mourning. Underneath they wore red 
scarves to show that it was now time to 
fight for the living. | 

The federal government has ignored 
to women of Canada. Turner has stated 
that the law will nto be reconsidered for 
at least two years. But thousands of wo- 
men need abortions now. Women’s Liber- 
ation across Canada has stated publicly 
that we will go to the hospitals with 
medical associations and the provincial 
governments. We demand immediate con- 
trol over our own bodies as the first 
step in control over our lives. We have 
learned that we are strong when we stand 
together, and we say to the irresponsible, 
buck-passing doctors and politicians: GET _ 
YOUR LAWS OFF OUR BACKS. 
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Youth in this city have taken 
a lot of shit in the past few 
years’ and happily that's begin- 


ning to end. Our culture has 
been used, manipulated and 
turned against us to divide us 
in many ways. This will stop. 
We will rebuild and broaden our 
culture;~- we will defend our 


right to exist as we see fit. 


What we have to understand 
at this point is where, how and 
why our culture has been used 
against us and to guard against 
making the same mistakes again; 
we must examine our own history 
to ensure the growth of a truly 
collective culture of revolut— 
ionary resis tance ÇO th is 
motherfuckingimperialist system. 

Our biggest mistake it seems 
is launching the beginnings of 
a new culture, a new System of 
values and priorities, without 
understanding the need to de 
fend it from the system and 
culture that we have all re- 
jected. Thus our clothing, 
craftwork, theatre, poetry, 
music, Simplicity of needs and 
even our understanding of peace 


and love have been imperialized 
by capitalist culture and re- 
generated as marketable goods;
